The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 28, line 1 , after "The method of claim" delete "28" and insert 

"24"; 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 21-32 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The prior art taken alone or in combination neither discloses nor 
makes obvious the instant process of claims as a whole. Specifically, the prior art 
of record, Ishii (U.S. Patent 5,835,988) discloses a method of providing 
electrostatic discharge protection for an integrated circuit, comprising (col. 4, line 
28 to col. 5, line 59 and FIGS. 1-17): mounting an integrated circuit die 1 on a 
lead fi ame 3b (col. 4, lines 28-36); encapsulating at least pait of the integrated 
circuit die and a portion of the lead frame with a molded resin 5b (col. 4, lines 37- 
49 and FIG. 4); and folding the external leads 4b ai'oimd sides of the encapsulated 
integrated circuit die and over or adjacent to a peripheral upper surface of the 
molded resin (col. 5, lines 18-38 and FIG. 6) but fails to teach or suggest the 
Applicant's steps of folding an unencapsulated portion of the lead frame other 
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than the leads or pins around sides of the encapsulated integrated circuit die and 
over or adjacent to a peripheral upper surface of the plastic or epoxy material as 
recited in the cuirently amended independent claims.
